Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-43, 45, 47-51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amendments are 
sufficient to overcome the prior art of record which fail to teach the limitations of a retaining ring vertically 
fixed relative to the base and an upper portion and lower portion secured while the ring is removed in as 
recited in the context of claims 1,13, and 25, and a ring lacking an aperture and a lower portion lacking 
an aperture and secured with an adhesive as recited in the context of Claim 35.
